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W elcome to Issue 35 of Back To 
Prabhupada {BTP). 

Srila Prabhupada wrote: 

"Religion without philosophy 
is sentiment, or sometimes fana- 
ticism." 

(i Bhagavad-gitaAsItls , 3.3, purport) 

Yet, the GBC's deviant positi- 
ons have all been characterised 
by their application of reasoning 
based on personal preferences 
rather than by the application of 
philosophical principles. At the 
heart of their diksa guru policies 
that attempt to remove Srila Pra- 
bhupada as ISKCON's diksa guru 
is their invention of the follow- 
ing "rule": 

'Though the diksa guru never 
needs to have any physical interac- 
tion with the disciple, and can be 
physically absent for the whole of 
the disciple's life, only at the exact 
moment of initiation does the guru 
need to be momentarily present at a 
distance no greater than the diame- 
ter of the planet on which the initia- 
tion takes place.' 

But there is no philosophical 
principle stated by Srila Prabhu- 
pada which mandates that the cu- 
rrent acarya ceases to be so sim- 
ply by virtue of his physical abs- 
ence. Rather, this "rule" has simply 
been concocted due to the per- 
sonal preference to become guru 
and thereby fulfil desires for prof- 
it, adoration and distinction. This 
pursuit to become guru at any 
cost rather than follow philosoph- 
ical principles is evidenced by the 
GBC's adoption of a series of con- 
trived, contradictory positions: 


1) First they claimed that Srila 
Prabhupada ordered 1 1 men to be- 
come diksa guru successors. 

("Great Guru Hoax, Part 1") 

2) Then they claimed that these 
1 1 men were not ordered to be 
guru, but that this did not matter, 
since no order is required, and an- 
yone and everyone can become 
guru through the'law of disciplic 
succession". ("Great Guru Hoax, Part 2") 

3) Then we were told that this 
"law of disciplic succession" was not 

a "law" at all, and that it is fine for 
the disciples of gurus to also be- 
come gurus in their spiritual mas- 
ter's physical presence. 

4) Then, all of their previous 
positions were ditched, and ins- 
tead they claimed that the actual 
authority for guru succession came 
due to "implicit intent". (GBC Resolu- 
tion 409, 2004, resulting from an analysis by 
HH Jayadvaita Swami, 13/12/2003). 

5) Currently, we have what is a 
"label hoax" whereby the IRM's po- 
sition has effectively been adopt- 
ed in toto, but with the position of 

" ritvik 1 7 redefined as a diksa guru (for 
the guru hoaxers), and the posi- 
tion of a diksa guru redefined as a 
"siksa guru" (for Srila Prabhupada). 

In contrast, the IRM's position 
does not depend on personal pref- 
erence, but on the application of 
philosophical principles: 

a) That all action must proceed 
on the authority of the guru's order. 

b) The order must be in evid- 
ence, rather than assumed. 

c) That we do not add to or sub- 
tract anything from this. 

This is the IRM's POP (Prabhu- 


pada-Only Paradigm), which is bas- 
ed on the following: 

"The order of the spiritual 
master is the active principle in 
spiritual life." 

(, Sri Caitanya-caritamrta , Adi-lila, 12:10) 

And due to the GBC's position 
being based on personal prefer- 
ences rather than philosophy, it 
is plagued with sentiment and fa- 
naticism, just as we quoted Srila 
Prabhupada stating. There exists 
the sentiment that anyone and 
everyone can be guru as long 
they have not been caught break- 
ing the regulative principles such 
as eating meat etc., in the previous 
5 years, and they get the required 
"no objection" votes - regardless of 
the fact that no authorisation ex- 
ists for this from Srila Prabhupada. 
And that, regardless of their qualifi- 
cation, such persons mustthen be 
worshipped and regarded as good 
as God by the disciple (see ISKCON 
Law-book). This is coupled with the 
fanaticism of death threats and vio- 
lence against IRM supporters, even 
though the guru hoax now effec- 
tively relies on using the same ar- 
guments that the IRM has used 
(with merely the labels changed). 

Hence, no differences between 
the IRM and GBC would exist if the 
GBC replaced their personal pref- 
erences with philosophy.

IRM Mission Statement 

S ince the physical departure of His Divine Grace A. C. Bhaktivedanta Swami Srila Prabhupada from our 
material vision on November 14, 1977, the International Society for Krishna Consciousness (ISKCON), 
the great movement which he single-handedly founded in 1 966, and which is the only hope for humanity, 
has undergone a massive deterioration in its spiritual purity. This has been due to various deviations from 
the instructions and standards given by Srila Prabhupada, the chief of which being his displacement as the 
sole diksa guru for ISKCON. The ISKCON Revival Movement (IRM) seeks to restore ISKCON to its former glory, 
purity and philosophical chastity through the re-institution of all the instructions and standards that Srila 
Prabhupada gave, beginning with his role as the sole authority and diksa guru for ISKCON. The IRM's position 
is set out in The Final Order - see back page to order your free copy. 
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I n the last issue we detailed the 
resignation by Prabhavisnu 
Das ("PD") from his guru and san- 
nyasa positions. The GBC has now 
passed resolutions regarding the 
status of those who had their initi- 
ations conducted by PD, and they 
further confirm that their under- 
standing of the initiation system 
in ISKCON is actually akin to that 
of a ritvik initiation system. 

Ritvik initiation system 

During Srila Prabhupada's phy- 
sical presence many devotees had 
an initiation conducted by some- 
one other than Srila Prabhupada, 
henceforward denoted as the 
"person conducting the initiation" 
(PCI). This initiation's characteris- 
tics were: 

a) The initiates would trace 
their connection to the parampara 
(disciplic succession) via Srila Pra- 
bhupada, and not through the 
PCI, who was not a member of the 
parompara. 

b) Even if the initiate subseq- 
uently had no contact with the PCI, 
the initiate advanced in Krishna 
consciousness by taking shelter of 
Srila Prabhupada and other senior 
devotees in ISKCON. 

This initiation system was fo- 
rmalised by Srila Prabhupada on 
July 9, 1977, shortly before he de- 
parted from the planet, whereby 
now " ritviks " were appointed to 
oversee it by accepting the disci- 
ples on behalf of Srila Prabhupada. 

"Guru" function only ceremonial 

The GBC has now confirmed 
that anyone who got initiated by 
PD is considered to be connect- 
ed to Srila Prabhupada and the 
parompara , even though PD him- 
self is not in the parompara : 
"Those devotees initiated by 
Prabhavisnu Das continue to 
be connected to Srila Prabhu- 
pada and our entire Vaisnava 
parompara 
(GBC Resolution 311, 2012) 

They have further stated that

these persons are able to carry on 
Krishna consciousness by taking 
shelter of Srila Prabhupada and 
other ISKCON devotees: 

"Thus, they are encouraged 
to take shelter of Srila Prabhu- 
pada and siksa gurus or other 
senior devotees as per their fai- 
th" 

(GBC Resolution 311, 2012) 

And, in the case of the initia- 
tions conducted by another so- 
called ISKCON "guru", Umapati 
Das ("UD"), who, like PD, is also 
not considered a member of the 
parampara , UD was not required 
to have any special position even 
when he conducted the initiations: 

"Umapati prabhu had misus- 
ed his status as a guru to be- 
have inappropriately with sever- 
al male disciples over a number 
of years and that this behav- 
ior was of a sexual nature. [...] 
ISKCON will not recognize initi- 
ations given by Umapati Dasa af- 
ter February 2010. Devotees in- 
itiated prior to this date are ac- 
cepted as duly initiated mem- 
bers of ISKCON." 

(GBC Statements from GBC meetings, 2010 
and 28/2/2011) 

All of the initiations that UD car- 
ried out before 201 0 are considered 
to have connected the initiates to 
the parampara, even though dur- 
ing this period UD is deemed to 
have behaved "inappropriately" 
with the behaviour being of a "sex- 
ual nature". Thus, these ISKCON "gu- 
rus" fulfilled no more than the cer- 
emonial role of conducting an in- 
itiation. 

GBC's ritvik parampara 

Thus, the GBC has confirmed 
that one is connected to the par- 
ampara through an initiator who 
fulfils a function that is no differ- 
ent to a ritvik initiator: 

a) He connects the initiate 
to Srila Prabhupada and the par- 
ampara, but he himself is not in 
the parampara ; 

b) Even when he delivered the 


initiation he did not require any 
special qualification; 

c) The initiator is not required 
as a "living guru" for the initiate - 
who instead takes shelter of Srila 
Prabhupada and other senior de- 
votees to actually advance in Kri- 
shna consciousness. 

Previously, especially in the 
1980s, if an ISKCON "guru" was con- 
sidered to have "fallen" from his 
status as guru, the initiate was en- 
couraged to take re-initiation, so 
that he would be connected to 
the parampara through a "bona 
fide spiritual master" who was sup- 
posedly in the parampara. Conse- 
quently, we find today there are 
devotees who may be on their 
3rd or even their 4th ISKCON guru. 
However, with their recent resoluti- 
ons, the GBC has now accepted 
that one can be connected to the 
parampara through Srila Prabhu- 
pada via a person who himself is not 
in the parampara, nor in the life of 
the initiate, nor who necessarily had 
any special spiritual qualifications at 
the time of the initiation - i.e. a ritvik. 

And, as we reported in the last 
issue (please see "Creating a devi- 
ant parampara"), unless one ac- 
cepts the ritvik reality of these ini- 


tiations, we end up creating a de- 
viant "invisible" parampara, where- 
by initiates are considered to be 
connected to the parampara via 
an "invisible man" who is himself 
not in the parampara. 

The diagram above illustrates 
this" ritvik" parampara that recent 
GBC resolutions have established. 

Conclusion 

1 ) The GBC accepts that the in- 
itiate is connected to the param- 
para through Srila Prabhupada via 
an initiation that has the same cha- 
racteristics as a ritvik initiation; the 
PCI is not in the parampara, nor in 
the life of the initiate. 

2) Thus, the ISKCON "guru" is 
not required to fulfil any spiritual 
function other than that of a ritvik. 

3) Therefore, the ISKCON guru 
system - in which the ritvik initia- 
tors are deliberately mislabelled as 
diksa gurus, whilst the real diksa 
guru Srila Prabhupada is deliber- 
ately mislabelled as being only a 
siksa guru - only exists in order to 
provide an opportunity for these 
ritvik initiators to be worshipped 
as good as God and procure enjoy- 
ment facilities for PAD (Profit, Ado- 
ration and Distinction).

T his year's GBC resolutions 
state: "That the Governing 
Body Commission recommends 
that all prospective disciples 
and aspiring initiates attend the 
ISKCON Disciple Course prior to 
their initiation, preferably be- 
fore choosing an initiating spir- 
itual master" 

(GBC resolution 305, 2012) 

Such a course for prospective 
disciples has been run every year 
by ISKCON UK from its HQ at Bhak- 
tivedanta Manor ("BM"). It is pre- 
sented partly by GBC-elected guru 
HG Kripamoya Das ("KMD"), and 
excerpts from it are presented in 
the shaded boxes below. 

Srila Prabhupada is the guru - 1 

"The spiritual master is the via 
media. You do not have direct ac- 
cess to Krishna. That 7 s what Rupa 
Goswami is saying in the 64 items 
[Nectar of Devotion). You need 
someone that will introduce you 
to Krishna and that's the spiritu- 
al master." 

This correctly states that the 
spiritual master is the person who 
takes you to Krishna. And ISKCON 
guru HH Bhakti Charu Swami sta- 
tes that this person is Srila Prabhu- 
pada, and not the ISKCON guru: 

"I cannot lead you to Krsna. 
[...] Srila Prabhupada will take 
you to Krsna [...] Srila Prabhu- 
pada, as the pre-eminent acar- 
ya, takes you to Krsna and en- 
gages you in His service." 

(HH Bhakti Charu Swami, Istagosthi, 28/3/ 
2006,10/6/2007,7/4/2006) 

Indeed, course presenter KMD 
himself states the same: 

"And certainly we are all de- 
pending on Srila Prabhupada to 
intercede with Krishna so that 
we can attain His shelter." 

(KMD, The Vaishnava Voice, 6/5/2007) 

Thus, Srila Prabhupada, and 
not the GBC-elected ISKCON guru, 
should be accepted as one's spir- 
itual master. 


Srila Prabhupada is the guru - 2 

"He is a self-realised person [...] 
'The qualification of a bona fide 
guru is that he has realised the 
conclusions of the scriptures by 
deliberation and is able to con- 
vince others of these conclu- 
sions.' [...] So here in the Bhaga- 
vatam it's saying that he must be 
able to convince others about 
this argument, and Prabhupada 
you saw throughout." 

This correctly states that the 
spiritual master is an uttama-ad- 
hikari, for a madhyama-adhikari 
is one "whose conclusive knowled- 
ge of the sastras is not very strong" 
(Nectar of Instruction, Text 5, purport), 
and ISKCON UK presents Srila Pra- 
bhupada as an uttamo-adhikari . 
Whereas we know from ISKCON 
guru and Sannyasa Minister, HH 
Prahladananda Swami, that no ISK- 
CON guru satisfies this qualification: 

"Such an uttama-adhikariVa- 
isnava is in perfect touch with 
the Supersoul and at every mo- 
ment knows the Supreme Lord's 
desires." 

('Duties of GBC and Guru in ISKCON', Prahla- 
dananda Swami, 2006) 

"If the GBC Body sees some- 
one as a self-effulgent acarya 
who is completely aware of the 
Supersoul and Srila Prabhupa- 
da's desires and instructions 
they can and should follow his/ 
her instructions. No one so far 
has been seen in that category." 
(Prahladananda Swami, Wed, 30 Aug 2006 
14:32+0300) 

Srila Prabhupada is the guru - 3 

"Srila Prabhupada has a very 
special position. He is the pre- 
eminent siksa guru for all time 
within ISKCON. [...] Normally 
the siksa guru becomes the diksa 
guru, that's what Prabhupada 
says." 

So we are given yet another 
reason why Srila Prabhupada sh- 
ould be chosen as the diksa guru 
over a GBC-elected ISKCON guru. 


Initiation not traditional 

"the Vaisnava tradition increa- 
sed over the years, through its 
history the process of initiat- 
ion changed [...] Bhaktivinoda 
Thakur [...] changed many, ma- 
ny things. And Bhaktisiddhanta 
Saraswati Thakura [...] He's the 
first person in line in fact who 
gave initiation to those that were 
unbrahminical families [...] Bha- 
ktisiddhanta had two disciples 
in Germany - first ever Western 
disciples - and one lady [...] and 
he never met this lady, nor did 
he meet the German disciples, 
never met them, but he initiated 
them through post and they ac- 
cepted him. So he started some- 
thing quite phenomenal." 

We are told that the initiation 
system used historically was con- 
tinually changing, unprecedent- 
ed, and did not even require phys- 
ical interaction between the guru 
and disciple. Given this, one can- 
not use tradition as a valid rea- 
son for rejecting the ritvik initia- 
tion system - and therefore Srila 
Prabhupada as the diksa guru. 

"Living" guru not required 

"the spiritual master may only 
meet you once a year perhaps. 
[...] But you're not communi- 
cating with him on a daily basis. 
So how will you advance in your 
spiritual life? So siksa is a very im- 
portant principle in spiritual life, 
with the guide and mentor that 
you have is regularly in touch 
with you, helping you on a daily 
basis. [...] But in terms of direct, 
personal instruction - you know. 
I'll be lucky if I get a minute. I'll be 
lucky if I get a smile." 

We are told that the ISKCON 
guru will hardly ever interact with 
his disciple, nor will he provide 
the personal guidance required 
for the disciple to advance spirit- 
ually. Given this, one cannot use 
the need for the guru to be phys- 
ically present as a valid reason for 


rejecting Srila Prabhupada as the 
diksa guru. 

Srila Prabhupada a valid choice 

"There is no list of ISKCON gurus 
that you have to select a person 
from. [...] So, it's not exactly top- 
down, that you have to get ini- 
tiated by a person who's some- 
where on a list. [...] you want to 
be initiated, 'but I don't want to 
be in ISKCON. I want it to be a 
guru outside ISKCON'. Obvious- 
ly we recommend that it should 
be a guru in ISKCON, but you 
have your choices, you have your 
choices and that's fine." 

It is claimed that there is no 
"list" of ISKCON GBC authorised 
gurus from which one must se- 
lect a diksa guru, and that one 
can even select a person outside 
ISKCON, and whatever choice one 
makes is "fine". Given this blan- 
ket declaration, ISKCON should 
not object if a person decides to 
choose Srila Prabhupada as diksa 
guru, rather than a GBC-elected 
ISKCON guru. 

So, having offered reasons for 
why Srila Prabhupada should be 
selected as one's guru, the course 
also offers several reasons for why 
there is no problem with such a 
choice, as it destroys all the main 
arguments that are commonly put 
forward in ISKCON as to why one 
cannot accept Srila Prabhupada as 
one's diksa guru. Yet, in line with its 
very purpose, most of the course 
deals with preparing ISKCON re- 
cruits to take initiation from one of 
the 80-odd GBC-elected ISKCON 
gurus. Thus, it directs the partici- 
pants to take initiation from sub- 
stitutes for Srila Prabhupada, while 
presenting reasons for why this is 
not actually necessary! In order to 
justify this contradictory advice, 
the course presents the usual gib- 
berish which we regularly docu- 
ment coming from our supposed- 
ly spiritually realised ISKCON lead- 
ers, and this is presented overleaf.

'Srila Prabhupada is the cause 
of all deviations' 

"but when you really get into 
it, you really, really get into it, 
when you analyse everything 
that Prabhupada said... and this 
is the difficulty, that Prabhupada 
said so many things that whatev- 
er you want to believe there's a 
quote from Srila Prabhupada to 
back you up." 

This statement by KMD blames 
Srila Prabhupada for being the 
cause of whatever deviant non- 
sense anyone wishes to believe, 
since he claims that "whatever 
you want to believe" is facilitat- 
ed by Srila Prabhupada's teach- 
ings. As well as attacking Srila Pra- 
bhupada, the statement is mani- 
festly untrue, since we have docu- 
mented so many nonsense state- 
ments made by ISKCON leaders 
which are not supported at all by 
Srila Prabhupada. Indeed, this is 
the very reason for why they are 
forced to go outside Srila Prabhu- 
pada's teachings to prop up their 
false theories. 

Siksa parampara 

"Our parampara is actually a sik- 
sa parampara " 

And here is a case in point pro- 
ving the point just made - for there 
is no quote from Srila Prabhupada 
where he states that "our param- 
para is a siksa parampara ", as KMD 
claims, despite his ridiculous belief 
that one can get a quote from Srila 
Prabhupada to state "whatever you 
want to believe". 

No idea what is diksa 

" diksha is really just a subser- 
vient function. It only happens 
once. It only happens on one day" 

But diksa is not a one-time ev- 
ent, but actually a lifelong process: 

" Diksa is the process by which 
one can awaken his transcenden- 
tal knowledge and vanquish all 
reactions caused by sinful activ- 
ity. A person expert in the study

of the revealed scriptures knows 
this process as diksa!' 

(Sri Caitanya-caritamrta, Madhya-lila, 1 5.1 08) 

This reveals a gross ignorance 
of even basic Vaisnava philoso- 
phy, with a course specifically on 
diksa having no idea what diksa is 
- confusing the initiation ceremo- 
ny with the process of diksal 

Bogus Vaisnava history 

"A/lad hvacarya who comes in our 
line of course, [...] he gave ini- 
tiation in a large area. As we 
moved on into history, the next 
great Vaisnava acarva who 
came in line - Ramanuja." 

Ramanujacarya did not come 
after Madhavacarya, but hundreds 
of years before: "they are coming 
from very old time. [...] Similar- 
ly, Ramanujacarya about elev- 
en hundred years; Madhvacarya 
about seven hundred years ." (Srila 
Prabhupada Lecture, 14/4/72) 

So the ignorance of fundamen- 
tal Vaisnava philosophy just seen, 
is compounded with ignorance of 
even basic Vaisnava history. 

Guru is relative 

"So when you accept someone 
as a spiritual master, for you he's 
a pure devotee. He may not be 
for the rest of us in the room." 

This relativisation of the spirit- 
ual master, whereby he is only con- 
sidered a pure devotee for some 
persons, is condemned, for he has 
to be considered a pure devotee 
by everyone, if he is a bona fide 
spiritual master: 

"That person is a resident of 
hell who considers the Deity wor- 
shiped in the temple to be stone 
or wood, who considers the spir- 
itual master an ordinary man, 
and who thinks that the body of 
a Vaisnava fully dedicated to the 
service of the Lord belongs to the 
material modes of nature." 

(Sri Caitanya-caritamrta, Antya-lila, 4:191) 

And if he is not a pure devo- 
tee, then he should not be con- 


sidered so: 

"The Lord herein confirms 
that if one is overestimated, glo- 
rification is just another form of 
blasphemy. In this way He pro- 
tests this so-called offensive sta- 
tement." 

(Sri Caitanya-caritamrta, Madhya-lila, 1 0 . 1 82) 
Hence, this relativisation of 
the spiritual master will mean 
that some party will be engaging 
in a serious offence, depending on 
whether the person in question is 
actually pure or not. 

Increasing non-existent list! 

"So there is no rubber-stamped, 
certified persons who are ISKCON 
gurus. [...] There is no list actually. 
And these days the list is increas- 
ing and increasing and increas- 
ing, as the concept of diksa guru 
changes slightly to fit in with re- 
ally what it's always been in Vedic 
culture." 

a) This statement by KMD clai- 
ms that there are no persons who 
are authorised ISKCON gurus. Yet, 
KMD himself is one of a limited 
number of certified ISKCON gurus: 

"HG Kripamoya prabhu is 
authorized to give diksa initia- 
tion in ISKCON." 

(Prahladananda Swami, 5/4/2011) 

b) KMD also contradictorily 
claims that there is no list of ISK- 
CON gurus, but that it is also in- 
creasing. How can something wh- 
ich does not exist, be increasing!? 

Guru is not a post 

"So within ISKCON right now th- 
ere are probably 80 gurus, and 
it's not a post." 

Srila Prabhupada states the po- 
sition of guru is a post: 

"guru is not a, so cheap post 
that everyone can become guru." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 19/12/1970) 

Gopi imagination 

"Now it is pure imagination that 
each and every one of us, when 
we go back to the spiritual world 


will be gop/s." 

This statement by KMD cau- 
tions us that it is "imagination" to 
think that one may be a gopi even 
in the spiritual world. Yet, ISKCON 
promotes the fictional novel Sud- 
dha-bhakti Cintamani, which re- 
quired ISKCON guru HH Sivarama 
Swami to imagine being a gopi ev- 
en while he was still present in the 
material world! 

Conclusion 

This "Guru-disciple" course is 
delivered by those proclaiming 
themselves to be experts on gu- 
ru-tattva for those who are igno- 
rant on the subject. 

a) Yet, it directs participants to 
prepare for initiation from a GBC- 
elected guru hoaxer as a substitute 
for Srila Prabhupada, even though 
its own reasoning shows this is a 
false course of action. 

b) In attempting to reconcile 
this contradictory stance, it dis- 
plays shocking ignorance of the 
very basics of guru-tattva. 

Srila Prabhupada describes 
such a scenario as the blind lead- 
ing the blind: 

"suffering persons sometim- 
es pose themselves as leaders 
of the people, and the unfortu- 
nate followers are put into fur- 
ther disadvantages under such 
so-called leadership. This is like 
a blind man's leading another 
blind man to fall into a ditch." 
(Srimad Bhagavatam, 3.9.8, purport) 

The course also graphically illu- 
strates two points which we have 
been demonstrating consistently 
in our publications: 

1 ) That the evidence for Srila 
Prabhupada being ISKCON's diksa 
guru is so overwhelming, that ev- 
en a course designed specifically 
to teach the opposite, cannot help 
but present this evidence! 

2) Other than when it is pres- 
enting the IRM's arguments and 
conclusions, ISKCON's leadership 
talks nonsensical gibberish. 
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T he IRM's success is evidenced 
by BTP now regularly present- 
ing documentation of ISKCON ad- 
opting the IRM's position. Thus, the 
debate is no longer about who is 
correct, but only over how long 
it will take ISKCON to start imple- 
menting in practice what they 
are already agreeing with verbal- 
ly. Below, we detail a lecture given 
by GBC member Hari Vilasa Das 
("HVD") in Mayapur at the start of 
the GBC meetings on 21/2/2012. 
All quotes in the shaded panels 
are from the said lecture, and from 
start to finish HVD presents the 
same position as that of the IRM. 

Srila Prabhupada: The diksa 
guru of ISKCON 

" For us the most significant ocaryo 
in our lives is His Divine Grace AC 
Bhaktivedanta Swami Prabhupada. 
So bv glorifying Prabhupada all 
auspiciousness comes into our 
lives. Actually it is said, saksad-dha- 
ritvena samosta-sastraih -[...] The- 
refore we should remember the 
spiritual master and at least three 
times a day we should offer our 
humble obeisances to our spirit- 
ual master." 

The Sri Sri Gurv-osatako prayers 
are meant to be sung in glorifica- 
tion of one's spiritual master, and 
all Prabhupada disciples sing them 
to Srila Prabhupada every morning. 
HVD speaks of them being used by 
everyone in ISKCON to glorify Srila 
Prabhupada as the spiritual mas- 
ter in the same manner. One sig- 
nificant point, which is repeated 
throughout his lecture, is that HVD 
makes no distinction between 
himself and anyone else in ISKCON 
("we/us") whenever he refers to the 
bona fide "spiritual master" and 
Srila Prabhupada. Thus, he does 
not distinguish between Srila Pra- 
bhupada's relationship with him- 
self as his spiritual master, which 
is as his dikso guru, and Srila Prab- 
hupada's relationship with every- 
one else in ISKCON. 


GBC’s Ritvik Philosophy 


Srila Prabhupada: The bona fide 
spiritual master 

"First of all it is very difficult to find a 
bona fide spiritual master. [. . .] Only 
to one who has unflinching faith in 
guru and Krishna are the imports 
of the Vedas revealed . Therefore it 
is said you follow this and you will 
attain perfection in this life. This is 
what we are doing. We have cho- 
sen Prabhupada . We have chosen 
ISKCON, we have chosen Prabhu- 
pada's books and we have chosen 
Prabhupada's standards." 

The scriptures tell us that we 
must find and have faith in the bo- 
na fide spiritual master. HVD states 
here that this personality is Srila 
Prabhupada. 

Srila Prabhupada: The spiritual 
master we must please 

"So this is essential in spiritual life - 
pleasing the spiritual master and 
following the order of the spiritu- 
al master [...] The highest thresh- 
old of authority in our movement 
is sadhu-sastra-guru-vakya . In oth- 
er words understanding the sodhu 
and the sastros through the words 
of the spiritual master or pure dev- 
otee. We are very fortunate. Im- 
agine if there was one tape of Je- 
sus Christ or Mohamed speaking. 
That would be worth millions and 
millions of dollars. Everyone will 
be very anxious to hear it. But we 
have thousands and thousands of 
tapes of Srila Prabhupada speaking. 
And he is a genuine pure devotee 
and we have his books, we have his 
letters, we have his conversations 
therefore nityam bhogavata-sevaya 
[SB 1.2.18] We can go on." 

HVD names Srila Prabhupada 
as the bona fide spiritual master 
whom one has to please in order 
to advance in spiritual life. Interest- 
ingly, HVD also compares Srila Pra- 
bhupada's position to Jesus and 
Muhammed, and also he states 
that Srila Prabhupada is the "per- 
son bhagavata"who can be served 


by us -"nityam bhagavata-sevaya". 
This latter point is significant since 
it is argued by guru hoax propo- 
nents that the need to serve the 
person bhagovata must refer to a 
physically present "living" guru. 

Srila Prabhupada: The spiritual 
master who liberates us 

"Then he said anyone who is the 
servant of the Lord is even be- 
tter. That is why we are trying to 
serve Prabhupada every day . [...] 
only by serving the lotus feet of 
the spiritual master can we make 
spiritual advancement. Unless one 
serves the spiritual master and the 
ocorvas he cannot be liberated ." 

HVD states that one must ser- 
ve the spiritual master to be liber- 
ated, and mentions that this is Srila 
Prabhupada. 

Devotional service is hearing 
and serving Srila Prabhupada 

" Bv hearing these transcendental 
messages given to us bv Srila Pra- 
bhupada and he has distilled the 
conclusions of all the great Vaisnava 
acaryas we become purified with- 
in. And bv engaging in his service 
and regularly hearing and chanting 
all inauspicious things in our hearts 
are destroyed almost to nil. [. . .] This 
is the process of devotional service ." 

HVD bases the whole process 
of devotional service only around 
the need to hear and serve Srila 
Prabhupada - not anyone else. 

Srila Prabhupada trains us 

" Prabhupada is trying to train us to 
become panditah sama-darsinah - 
have equal vision so when we look 
at the person we don't see the body 
we see the soul, more than that we 
see the soul's connection to Krishna." 

Although it is claimed that we 
require a "living" ISKCON GBC gu- 
ru because the guru needs to 
"train" us, HVD states that Srila Pra- 
bhupada fulfils this function. 


IRM's POP 

"And he gave us so many books. It 
would take us many lifetimes to 
read them and understand them. 
So we don't have to read any oth- 
er books. These books contain all 
knowledge. " 

HVD here agrees with the POP 
(Prabhupada-Only Paradigm) mo- 
del put forward by the IRM, which 
means we should accept as our 
authority only the directly record- 
ed words of Srila Prabhupada. 

ISKCON "guru" defined as 
any senior devotee 

"That appreciation leads to a taste 
for sadhu sanga, and in the taste 
for sadhu sanga we develop strong 
desire to get initiated and strictly 
follow Prabhupada's instructions 
and through that association, es- 
pecially accepting mentors, all un- 
favourable things in our lives are 
purified one by one." 

HVD clarifies that the ISKCON 
entity who conducts initiations is 
no more than a "mentor", which 
is the same relationship that pre- 
77 Prabhupada disciples - many 
of whom never even met Srila 
Prabhupada - had with other God- 
brothers who helped them in Kri- 
shna consciousness. 

Conclusion 

HVD, through detailing the role 
and function of Srila Prabhupada 
in the life of every ISKCON dev- 
otee, makes it clear that only ac- 
cepting, glorifying, serving, pleas- 
ing, following, and hearing Srila 
Prabhupada as the bona fide spir- 
itual master of ISKCON is required 
to practise devotional service and 
be liberated. No mention is made 
of the need for the ISKCON GBC 
"guru", other than at most as merely 
a type of teacher. Thus HVD agrees 
with the IRM that Srila Prabhupada, 
and not the ISKCON GBC guru, is 
giving diksa. 
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Disciple appreciates guru 
expose 

HThonks for all the amazing work 
you all have done.

ed the case of members of the 
Gaudiya Matha who were no less 
"dedicated and strict", but who 
were also wrong on the same fun- 
damental point regarding the 
spiritual master's instructions for 
how the society should contin- 
ue after his disappearance. Srila 
Prabhupada explains that this ha- 
ppens when one becomes over- 
come by the desire to occupy the 
post of guru: 

"And as soon as he learns the 
Guru Maharaja is dead, "Now I 
am so advanced that I can kill my 
guru and I become guru/ Then 
he's finished" 

(Srila Prabhupada Conversation, 16/8/1976) 

And once such a personal mo- 
tivation enters, it is not possible to 
understand Krishna consciousness 
philosophy: 

"As soon as personal motiva- 
tion comes in it is not possible for 
one to understand our Krishna 
Consciousness philosophy" 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 21/9/1970) 


ISKCON France writes to IRM 
France 

The following letter is from 
Gaudamandala Das, who is the 
Temple President of ISKCON New 
Mayapura in France, and was writ- 
ten to the French IRM. Our res- 
ponse is interspersed between the 
author's statements below: 

"I appreciate the fact that you 
are willing to establish Srila Pra- 
bhupada as he should be!" 

Thank you for recognising the 
fact that all the IRM is trying to 
do is establish Srila Prabhupada 
"as he should be!" It is heartening 
that you have recognised the fol- 
ly of other ISKCON leaders who 
falsely propagate nonsense that 
we are trying to destroy ISKCON. 
A good example was your fel- 
low Temple President of ISKCON 
Bhaktivedanta Manor in the UK 
who claimed: 

"IRM is seeking to destroy 
ISKCON based upon their own 
interpretation of Srila Prabhu- 
pada's instructions." 

(Letter from Gauri Das, former ISKCON Tem- 
ple President, 18/12/2004) 

However, it was Gauri Das who 
was himself later removed from 
his post after having been found 
guilty of contributing to harming 
the lives of children through phys- 
ically abusing them: 

"Gauri das is found to be re- 
sponsible for inappropriate and 
excessive corporeal punishment, 
a behavior contrary to ISKCON 
policy and Vaisnava behavior." 
(Official Statememt, ISKCON Central Office 
of Child Protection, 14/7/2008) 

"The only thing is that you should 
do it your own way by having yo- 
ur own action and positive preach- 
ing." 

Please rest assured that we are 
definitely having our "own action" 
in ensuring that no one is cheated 
- by spreading the truth about Srila 
Prabhupada's teachings being mis- 
represented. And helping people 
follow Srila Prabhupada correctly 


is the most positive preaching one 
can do, because, without it, there 
is no spiritual life! 

"Srila Prabhupada is on the ab- 
solute platform and unless you have 
been empowered and personally 
instructed by him or his represent- 
atives, then this is not your duty to 
reform ISKCON!" 

You will be happy to know that 
both Srila Prabhupada and those 
whom you accept as his represent- 
atives have endorsed what we are 
doing. Srila Prabhupada states: 
"Unfortunately, when the ac- 
arya disappears, rogues and 
non-devotees take advantage 
and immediately begin to in- 
troduce unauthorized princi- 
ples in the name of so-called 
svamis, yogis, philanthropists, 
welfare workers and so on. [...] 
The acarya, the authorized rep- 
resentative of the Supreme Lord, 
establishes these principles, but 
when he disappears, things once 
again become disordered. The 
perfect disciples of the acarya 
try to relieve the situation by sin- 
cerely following the instructions 
of the spiritual master." 
{Srimad-Bhagavatam, 4.28.48, purport) 
Some of these "instructions of 
the spiritual master" which must 
be followed are: 

"Our business is to point out 
who is not a saint." 

(Srila Prabhupada Morning Walk, 10/4/1974) 
"If a man is a thief and if peo- 
ple are warned that he is a thief, 
that is truth. Although some- 
times the truth is unpalatable, 
one should not refrain from 
speaking it. Truthfulness dem- 
ands that the facts be present- 
ed as they are for the benefit of 
others. That is the definition of 
truth." 

(Bhagavad-gitaAsItls, 10.4-5, purport) 

And here is a statement from 
an ISKCON leader and guru whom 
you consider to be Srila Prabhupa- 
da's representative, who urges us 
to protest against those who are 
deviating in any way from Srila 
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Prabhupada's instructions: 

"Srila Prabhupada did say we 
should keep the Acarya in the 
center. [...] If one of his follow- 
ers, who happens to have the 
duty of initiating in his ISKCON 
society, undermines or minimiz- 
es the instructions found in his 
books and lectures then how 
can we expect a sincere ISKCON 
devotee not to protest, even if 
the one minimizing him hap- 
pens to have given him initia- 
tion?" 

(HH Trivikrama Swami,"Dandavats" website, 
18/6/2007) 

"Srila Prabhupada is taking care 
personally of "his ISKCON ". If you do 
not believe this ; then how valuable 
is your faith with him?" 

Yes, he is taking care via ins- 
piring devotees to take the nec- 
essary action where required. You 
believe this since you are a tem- 
ple president who is taking practi- 
cal action to take care of your tem- 
ple, even though you also believe 
Srila Prabhupada is "taking care 
personally" of it. You are collecting 
donations, managing devotees, 
preaching, ensuring the build- 
ings are maintained etc. You are 
not sleeping all day just expect- 
ing Srila Prabhupada "to take care 
personally". So you and I both be- 
lieve that Srila Prabhupada is "tak- 
ing care personally of his ISKCON" 
by inspiring the devotees to fol- 
low his orders. 

"On the positive side, ISKCON is 
not the only Vaisnava branch and 
Srila Prabhupada is certainly hap- 
py with your effort to spread Krishna 
consciousness and not happy the 
way you point the faults repeated- 
ly in his disciples! [. . .] Unless you 
drop down this "finding fault men- 
tality", you are not welcome to New 
Mayapura!" 

Again, it is significant to note 
that you accept that we are spre- 
ading Krishna consciousness, rath- 
er than trying to "destroy ISKCON" 
as other ISKCON leaders have 
claimed. Of course, in faulting 
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us for what you claim is unnec- 
essary fault-finding, you yourself 
are pointing out what you be- 
lieve are our faults. So how can 
you claim it is incorrect to point 
out the faults of another? That 
would be self-contradictory and 
hypocritical. Also, instead of try- 
ing to correct us for accurate- 
ly pointing out where others are 
deviating, you should be correct- 
ing those who are actually devi- 
ating! It makes no sense to toler- 
ate deviants while only taking ac- 
tion against those who are expos- 
ing the same deviants. These are 
the actions of those committed to 
covering up the truth - not those 
who wish to live the truth.

Thanks to the IRM, Srila Prab- 
hupada's orders are no longer 
hidden but propagated widely all 
over the world in many languag- 
es. The truth can only be hidden 
for so long - eventually it has to 
come out. 

Is criticism sadhana-bhakti? 

"You are always engaging your 
time just to criticize others and al- 
ways finding fault with others! Do 
you really have time to do your sad- 
hana-bhakti as Srila Prabhupad in- 
structs us to do?"

Editor replies: 

Srila Prabhupada's instructions 
in regards to sadhana-bhakti (reg- 
ulated devotional service) are as 
follows: 


"The regulative principles 
means that you don't manufac- 
ture anything. Regulative princi- 
ple means authorized -- as they 
are mentioned in the authorized 
scriptures and as it is confirmed 
by the spiritual master. Because 
we do not know. When it is con- 
firmed by the spiritual master, 
yes, it is right. [...] We cannot 
follow an upstart, manufactur- 
ing some song, manufacturing 
some ideas. We cannot follow 
that. What is authorized song, 
we shall sing. What is authorized 
method, we shall follow. Sadhu- 
guru-sastra-vakya. Sadhu and gu- 
ru means on the basis of sastra. 
And sastra means the statem- 
ents of sadhu and guru . There- 
fore sadhu and guru and sastra , 
they are identical. So they must 
be corroborated. If somebody's 
sadhu is speaking against sas- 
tra , then he's not sadhu . If some- 
body's guru , if he's going against 
sastra , then he's not guru . And 
sastra means the original guru 
and sadhu. [...] So sadhu-guru - 
sastra-vakya , tinete kariya aikya . 
So this is sadhana-bhakti. We 
must take instruction from the 
spiritual master." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 13/11/1972) 
Therefore, in order to be cor- 
rectly engaged in sadhana-bhakti, 
we must be fully knowledgeable 
of Srila Prabhupada's true teach- 
ings so we do not get misled by 
deviant gurus and deviant prac- 
tices. BTP actually leads the way 
in this regard, continually expos- 
ing unauthorised manufactured 
practices propagated by false gu- 
rus which are not in line with Srila 
Prabhupada's instructions. Conse- 
quently, BTP is actually evidence 
of good sadhana-bhakti practice, 
since it is a manifestation of being 
knowledgeable about Srila Prab- 
hupada's correct teachings, which 
are essential in order to practise 
sadhana-bhakti correctly. 

Indeed, it is because of perfor- 
ming correct sadhana that we 
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have the spiritual inspiration to 
spend our time glorifying Srila 
Prabhupada by fighting for his 
true position as ISKCON's guru. 
We are defending him from mis- 
representations and usurpation 
and he is victorious against these 
opposing elements: 

Harikesa: "You so complete- 
ly destroy the opposition, it's very 
hard to say anything more" 

Srila Prabhupada: "Yes. That 
you have to prove. You can eulo- 
gize your Guru Maharaja, but you 
have to learn it and face the pub- 
lic and be strong to defend your- 
self. That is success. Not by prais- 
ing your Guru Maharaja. You'll 
praise your Guru Maharaja. That is 
not very difficult. But be victorious 
to the opposing elements. Then 
you will praise your Guru Mahara- 
ja nicely. At home, you can praise 
your Guru Maharaja, and Guru Ma- 
haraja be satisfied, "Oh, my disci- 
ples are praising me."That is not 
very... That is good. Respectful. 
That is the qualification. But you 
have to fight. Then your Guru Ma- 
haraja will be glorified." 

(Room Conversation, 26/12/1975) 

Indeed, if those who have thus 
far been featured in BTP deviating 
from Srila Prabhupada's instruc- 
tions had good sadhana-bhakti 
practice, then they would have not 
been featured in the first place. Be- 
cause then they would have been 
knowledgeable of Srila Prabhupa- 
da's teachings and their actions 
would have matched Srila Prab- 
hupada's teachings, and therefore, 
there would have been no devia- 
tions on their part to report. 

Thus, as is usually the case 
with the IRM, the reality is the ex- 
act opposite of what our detrac- 
tors claim! 

Who can give pure association? 

"Hare Krishna, I want to know 
about ISKCON's present gurus' po- 
sition. Whom should I approach for 
getting pure association?"

Editor replies: 

Srila Prabhupada, the acarya 
(guru) of ISKCON, is the person 
you should approach for getting 
pure association. In general, the 
ISKCON "gurus" themselves have 
no "living guru", but instead are 
depending on getting pure as- 
sociation from Srila Prabhupada. 
It is clearly illogical for ISKCON 
gurus to insist that we cannot 
get pure association from Srila 
Prabhupada, when they them- 
selves are receiving it. Therefore, 
you can receive pure associati- 
on with Srila Prabhupada, and 
that association is available in 
the same manner as it is avail- 
able for the so-called ISKCON 
"gurus"; through his transcenden- 
tal teachings and transcenden- 
tal sound vibration, via his many 
books, tapes, videos, letters and 
conversations. 

We can further note that most 
of the ISKCON gurus are sannyas- 
is (those who have taken vows of 
celibacy and renunciation), and 
the minister for all sannyasis in 
ISKCON, HH Prahladananda Swa- 
mi, claims that you will not get 
pure association from any of the 
ISKCON gurus, because none of 
them is pure: 

"Such an uttama-adhikariVa- 
isnava is in perfect touch with 
the Supersoul and at every mo- 
ment knows the Supreme Lord's 
desires" 

('Duties of GBC and Guru in ISKCON' Prahla- 
dananda Swami, 2006). 

"If the GBC Body sees some- 
one as a self-effulgent acarya 
who is completely aware of the 
Supersoul and Srila Prabhu- 
pada's desires and instructions 
they can and should follow his/ 
her instructions. No one so far 
has been seen in that category." 
(Prahladananda Swami, Wed, 30 Aug 2006 
14:32 +0300) 

"To spread Krsna conscious- 
ness in the absence of an adva- 
nced uttama-adhikari \/aisnay/a, 
third-class and second-class Vai- 


snavas must follow the instruc- 
tions of Srila Prabhupada and 
learn the art of cooperation." 

('Duties of GBC and Guru in ISKCON', Pra- 
hladananda Swami, 2006) 

So in conclusion, simply stay 
fixed at Srila Prabhupada's lotus 
feet and do not move from there. 

Why controversy over 
Prabhupada? 

"We are all Prabhupada's devo- 
tees so why there is controversy ??"

Editor replies: 

The root of the controversy lies 
in the non-application of the POP 
(Prabhupada-Only Paradigm) mo- 
del. The IRM insists that Srila Pra- 
bhupada alone should be foll- 
owed on the basis of his record- 
ed instructions - the POP model. 
ISKCON, however, has developed 
its policies based on a variety of 
sources such as: 

- Its interpretation of what "tra- 
dition" should be. 

- Its interpretation of what Sri- 
la Prabhupada's "implied intent" is. 

- Whatever the GBC decides 
(which in itself changes frequent- 
ly)* 

Though ISKCON also claims to 
accept Srila Prabhupada's instruc- 
tions as its guiding light, whenev- 
er they have not relied on them 
exclusively to guide their actions, 
deviation has occurred. We have, 
and are, documenting this exten- 
sively in our various magazine is- 
sues, papers and books. Indeed, 
so comprehensive and undeni- 
able has this documentation been, 
that ISKCON's leaders themselves 
are now forced to agree with the 
IRM's position. For example, in 
BTP 33, we featured ISKCON guru 
HH Bhakti Vikash Swami agreeing 
in toto with an earlier BTP article 
where we had documented that 
ISKCON was deviating in every 
major sphere of operation. Addi- 
tionally, we have continually doc- 
umented ISKCON leaders engag- 
ing in philosophical climbdowns 


aligning their positions with ours. 
The controversy, however, still oc- 
curs because, although ISKCON's 
leaders cannot defeat the IRM phi- 
losophically, and indeed are even 
agreeing with us in, due to their 
desires for PAD (Profit, Adoration 
and Distinction), they are unable 
to follow what they may agree is 
correct.

F or almost 20 years now, we have been printing various literatures which have proven conclusively that Srila Prabhupada's orders estab- 
lished himself as the diksa guru for ISKCON, and that his orders in this regard were thwarted by various guru hoaxes. The GBC has been un- 
able to counter the evidence presented, but has still continued with its guru hoax in practice (the evidence for all this can easily be viewed on 
our website, www.iskconirm.com). Since Srila Prabhupada's orders have not convinced ISKCON s leaders, in recent years we have made it even 
easier for them to accept the truth, by simply presenting their own statements in which they agree with the IRM's position. This agreement has 
been documented particularly in BTP Special Issue 2, the many regular climbdowns featured in virtually every BTP issue, as well as the opening » 

chapters in our "7 00 Contradictions" and'TOO Deviations" books. Indeed, in this BTP issue alone, most of our articles present evidence of ISKCON 
leaders agreeing with the IRM's position. In the "Blind leading the blind" article on pages 4-5, we even present the spectacle of ISKCON's lead- 
ers presenting the IRM's position in a course where they are actually preparing candidates to enter the guru hoax! This behaviour demonstrates: , 

a) A ridiculous obstinacy by ISKCON's leaders against accepting the truth even in the face of overwhelming evidence - evidence which the 
same leaders themselves are presenting, and 

b) A phenomenon, in turn, of the"blind leading the blind" whereby the bewildered leaders mislead their followers. 

Below we present Srila Prabhupada speaking out about such behaviour, with all emphases in the quotes added. 


Blind leading the blind 

"So these rascals should be stop- 
ped. Speaking all lies, propagan- 
da . Let him go to hell ', I don't mind. 
But why they are misleading others? 
That is the greatest harm they have 
done. We attack them only for this 
reason. Otherwise, individually, you 
go to hell. Who cares for you? But in 
the name of science and becoming a 
scientist, you are misleading others. 
Andha vathandhaih. You are blind 
rascal, and you are leading other 
blind men. Why you are doing these 
harmful activities? You are admit- 
ting that you are blindly believing. 
So you are blind. You remain blind 
if you don't accept knowledge. Why 
you are trying to lead other blind 
men? Let them have knowledge." 
(Srila Prabhupada Conversation, 31/3/1977) 
"In Srimad-Bhagavatam they are 
also described as andha yathandhair 
upaniyamanah. These rascals are 
themselves blind, and vet they are 
leading others who are blind. When 
people follow such leaders, they suf- 
fer unlimited pains in the future." 

(Sri Caitanya-caritamrta, Madhya-lila, 24.249) 
"The Godless leaders of the so- 
ciety are blind themselves and their 
followers are also blind. So blind 
men leading the blind has no mean- 
ing." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 5/2/1970) 

As we have documented in this 
issue and elsewhere, ISKCON's lead- 
ers, just like the scientists described 


here, are misleading their followers 
with the guru hoax. In the next sec- 
tion, Srila Prabhupada begins by 
mentioning how this /y blind lead- 
ing the blind" results from the re- 
luctance to accept defeat. 

Won't admit defeat 

"That's all. Andha yathandhair 
upaniyamanah ("Blind leading the 
Blind") [SB 7.5.31]. Anyway he has ad- 
mitted, "I do not know." That is suf- 
ficient defeat for him. But they are 
shameless. In spite of being defeat- 
ed, they won't admit that "I am de- 
feated." Not gentlemen . Formerly 
between two learned scholars there 
will be argument. If one is defeated... 
Just like Sarvabhauma Bhattacarya. 
As soon as he became defeated, he 
became His disciple. That's all. That 
was the system. Not that we go on 
arguing for hours, and one is defeat- 
ed; still, he remains the same. No. If 
you are defeated, then you must ac- 
cept the other party as your master. 
That was the system." 

(Srila Prabhupada Morning Walk, 2/5/1973) 
"Because an enemy, even tho- 
ugh he is enemy, if he is learned, 
he will not make injustice. That he 
cannot. Any learned scholar cannot 
make any injustice. So he admit- 
ted his defeat, because he is learned 
scholar. That is scholarship. Not 
that... Just like Sarvabhauma Bhat- 
tacarya. He argued with Sri Caitanya 
Mahaprabhu as a scholar. But when 


he became defeated, he accepted His 
discipleship. This was the method, 
that two persons may argue, but one 
who is defeated, he must become his 
disciple. Not that simply waste time 
arguing and no conclusion." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 8/1/1974) 

"There may be talks on philoso- 
phy, but if one party is defeated, the 
defeated person, he must be disciple 
of the winning, victorious party [. . .] 
We have to follow the Vedic princi- 
ple that either remain without guru... 
And if you want to make a guru, first 
of all be convinced that "He is fit to 
become my guru."" 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 22/5/1976) 

Though ISKCON's leaders have 
been defeated by Srila Prabhu- 
pada's statements, which would 
oblige everyone to become Srila 
Prabhupada's disciples, ironically 
they respond to their philosoph- 
ical defeat by still attempting to 
get everyone to become their dis- 
ciples through the guru hoax. 

Rascal obstinacy 

"Obstinate rascals. Not only ras- 
cal, but obstinate rascal. Their only 
remedy is shoe. That's all. Obstinacy. 
There is a story about obstinacy. Two 
friends were talking. One friend said, 
" This is cut by a scissor." So another 
friend says, "No, it is cut by the knife." 
So then there was fight. So the friend 
who was talking of the knife, he was 
strong enough. So he captured him: 


"You accept it is scissor, otherwise 
I'll throw you in the water." So oth- 
er, "No, it is scissor," so he threw him 
in the water. So when he was dying, 
he was doing like this. (Prabhupada 
makes a hand motion like scissor) 
(laughter). So he is obstinate rascal." 
(Srila Prabhupada Morning Walk, 12/8/1976) 

" Obstinate . That scissors philos- 
ophy. There is no other way to under- 
stand it, but he'll not accept. That is 
his misfortune. Mudha. Boka. And 
our problem is that these bokas, 
rascals, they are leading the soci- 
ety. And they are suffering. Andha 
yathandhair upaniyamanah [SB 
7.5.31]. He's blind. We are also blind. 
And they're leading us. What will be 
our consequence? [...] These ras- 
cals will not allow to understand real 
thing. That is the position. Otherwise 
what we have got to do with these 
rascals? But because they are taking 
some position, the whole populace 
is misguided." 

(Srila Prabhupada Morning Walk, 1/2/1977) 
"And defeat they are taking as 
success. Just like these rascal scien- 
tists, they could not go and settle in 
the moon planet. Still, they are say- 
ing, "It is success. It is success." [. . .] 
These bogus things are going on." 
(Srila Prabhupada Morning Walk, 9/12/1973) 
And there cannot be a more 
egregious example of "rascal obsti- 
nacy"than ISKCON's leaders refus- 
ing to accept and follow the con- 
clusions they themselves present!

It has been claimed by guru 
hoax supporters that the work 
of the IRM in exposing false gu- 
rus is a negative activity, rather 
than spiritually inspiring, since all 
it does is destroy people's faith in 
anything spiritual. Now ISKCON 
guru Kripamoya Das ("KMD") 
has directly refuted such an ob- 
jection. Whilst commenting on a 
film project which exposed a fake 
guru, he stated: 

"Some have said that even 
making this film would have de- 
stroyed the fledgling faith of 
those who fell for their 'guru/ 
That once caught out - and cau- 
ght out on film before the eyes 
of the world - they would be 
much less likely to repose their 
trust in anyone else. I can un- 
derstand that objection, and I 
have decades of personal expe- 
rience of it. However, I feel that 
the merit of this successful dup- 
ing of the American public will 
ultimately be that western cul- 
ture itself becomes more circum- 
spect about trusting someone 
because of exotic appearanc- 
es only. Hopefully people who 
want to know about gurus will 
turn to the source literature on 
the subject and become able to 
discern genuine manifestations 
of spirituality from superficial 
appearances." 

(KMD, "Fake guru makes true movie", The 
Vaishnava Voice, 24/3/2012) 

We completely agree that ex- 
posing false gurus will merely as- 
sist spiritual seekers to become 
more discerning in selecting a real 
guru.Thus, the work of the IRM will 
hopefully lead people back to the 
lotus feet of the genuine guru, Srila 
Prabhupada. 

KMD also states: 

"The result is a sad indictm- 
ent of our times - when the ex- 
ternal appearances of a 'guru' 
coupled with the spiritual long- 
ings of under-informed and eas- 


ily-pleased seekers can produce 
an ardent following of would- 
be disciples in just a short time. 
[...] The problem is that most 
people do not know the symp- 
toms of a guru, his external and 
internal characteristics. They 
consequently tend to project 
their spiritual aspirations onto 
someone who matches their pri- 
or notions of what such a spirit- 
ual person should be." 

Again, this perfectly describes 
the situation that we find today in 
ISKCON, whereby gurus are consid- 
ered to be self-realised representa- 
tives of Srila Prabhupada, despite 
being constantly exposed by us as 
spouting contradictory gibberish. 

Thus, we have an ISKCON guru 
directly endorsing the need to ex- 
pose false gurus for the benefit of 
everyone. And this is all the IRM 
has ever done. To date, no one has 
challenged the veracity of what 
we have documented in BTP. In- 
stead, we have simply been crit- 
icised that such an activity con- 
stitutes “Vaisnava aparadha" or is 
merely "faultfinding" etc. But, now 
we have an ISKCON guru going on 
record stating that such "fault-find- 
ing" of fake "gurus"should be done, 
and the IRM is happy to oblige! 

Who is fallen? 

Since our book expose 100 De- 
viations: The Life and Teachings of 
HH Sivarama Swami is composed 
of the statements of HH Sivara- 
ma Swami ("SRS") himself, we 
correctly wrote on the book's back 
cover that his followers cannot re- 
ject this book because: 

"they cannot argue that they 
refuse to accept the words ema- 
nating from the "lotus mouths" 
of persons whom they accept as 
being as good as God." 

However, one should never un- 
derestimate the desperation of a 
mind-control cult. 

Following the widespread dis- 
tribution of the Hungarian lan- 
guage edition of this book through- 


out Hungary, ISKCON authorities 
ordered those who received the 
book to hand it in for collection, 
warning that if they dared to read 
the book then they are to be con- 
sidered "fallen"and will "go to hell". 
So, if a person who merely reads 
the words of HH Sivarama Swa- 
mi is considered fallen, how fall- 
en would that make the very per- 
son who actually authored those 
words - HH Sivarama Swami!? 
Thus, the followers of HH Sivarama 
Swami must now need to be pro- 
tected, not from "ritviks", but from 
the teachings of HH Sivarama Swa- 
mi himself! To reiterate - never un- 
derestimate the desperation of a 
mind-control cult! 

Contradicting Srila 
Prabhupada 

On page 5 we exposed the ri- 
diculous attempt by ISKCON guru 
HG Kripamoya Das ("KMD") to 
blame Srila Prabhupada for any 
deviant philosophy one may es- 
pouse, wherein KMD claims that 
one can get a statement from Srila 
Prabhupada to support"whatever 
you want to believe". It can be eas- 
ily seen that such a theory is false, 
as we have produced whole books 
where the statements of ISKCON 
gurus are shown to be contradict- 
ed, rather than supported, by the 
teachings of Srila Prabhupada. 
For example, there is no state- 
ment from Srila Prabhupada stat- 
ing that the worship of Lord Siva 
and other demigods should be in- 
troduced in ISKCON temples. One 
of the leaders in spouting non- 
sense, which is not at all supported 
by Srila Prabhupada's teachings, is 
HH Bhakti Charu Swami ("BCS"). 
It seems as though every time he 
opens his mouth he makes some 
statement not supported by Srila 
Prabhupada. Now, worried that 
devotees may directly start taking 
shelter of Srila Prabhupada's books 
without joining the ISKCON guru 
hoax cult, he has claimed: 

"By reading scriptures only 


without devotee association, 
one becomes an impersonalist." 

(BCS Istagosthi, 16/3/2012, BCS speaking in 
Jessore, Bangladesh) 

Yes, one should associate with 
genuine devotees, and Srila Prab- 
hupada does recommend this: 

"everyone in the human form 
of life should be induced to as- 
sociate with devotees." 

[Sri Caitanya-caritamrta ; Antya-lila^32, pur- 
port) 

But nowhere does Srila Prab- 
hupada teach that just the very 
act of reading scriptures alone, 
such as Bhagavad-gita and Srimad- 
Bhagavatam, will result in one be- 
coming an impersonalist. On the 
contrary, Srila Prabhupada states 
that doing such an activity is very 
beneficial: 

"In my books the philoso- 
phy of Krsna Consciousness is 
explained fully so if there is an- 
ything you do not understand, 
then you simply have to read 
again and again. By reading daily 
the knowledge will be revealed 
to you and by this process your 
spiritual life will develop." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 22/1 1/1 974) 

If simply by reading the scri- 
ptures as presented by Srila Pra- 
bhupada leads to one's spiritual 
life developing, then clearly such 
an activity cannot also lead to one 
turning into an impersonalist! 

Academic book highlights IRM 

Yet another academic publica- 
tion has highlighted the sterling 
work of the IRM and BTP in fighting 
the guru hoax. "The Hare Krishna 
Movement - the Institutionalisation 
of alternative religion", has been 
authored by Martin Farek, who is 
the chairman of the Department 
for the Study of Religions at Par- 
dubice University in the Czech Re- 
public. It mentions how the IRM 
has taken the lead in presenting an 
alternative to the current guru sys- 
tem within ISKCON, and also notes 
that the influence of its preaching 
is growing throughout ISKCON.

ISKCON’s Parallel World 1: May 28th Conversation 


T here is a true story of a Japan- 
ese soldier, Hiroo Onoda, who 
refused to surrender for 29 years 
after the end of World War II, re- 
maining in the jungles of the Phil- 
ippines, because he refused to ac- 
cept that the war had actually end- 
ed! He was thus living in his own 
parallel world of false reality in 
which World War II was still con- 
tinuing, side by side with the real 
world in which the war had end- 
ed. When facts have been estab- 
lished and accepted by all sides 
without dispute, this is the reality, 
and those who accept these facts 
live in the real world. However, if 
one either pretends these facts do 
not exist or chooses to remain ob- 
livious to them, then one has cre- 
ated an illusory parallel world for 
oneself. Thus, side by side, these 
two worlds co-exist, one based on 
knowledge and facts and the other 
on illusion and ignorance. On the 
next 2 pages we present examples 
of such parallel worlds occurring 
in ISKCON. 

Below are statements from 
Chaitanya Charana Das ("CCD") 

from an article called "Is the Ritvika 
claim true?" 1 excerpts from which 
are presented in the shaded box 
below. CCD is a member of ISK- 
CON ; s Sastric advisory council, the 
GBC's official "brain" and an Associ- 
ate Editor of Back To Godhead, ISK- 
CON's official magazine. 

The false Tamala 

"In this conversation are indeli- 
bly included the words 'granddis- 
ciple', 'regular gurus' and 'disciple 
of my disciple', which all strong- 
ly show that he is continuing the 
regular way of initiation. [...] he 
wanted his disciples to continue 
the parampara by becoming regu- 
lar gurus, giving initiations and ac- 
cepting disciples. Srila Prabhupada 
reconfirmed these instructions on 
28 May, 1 977 [. . .] 'The authority in 
this case, according to Speech Act 
Theory, would be Tamala Krishna 
Goswami [to whom Prabhupada 


was speaking]. Srila Prabhupada 
meant what those in the room 
say he meant. Period. This is, by 
the way, Philosophy, not Gram- 
mar'. And Tamal Krishna Mahara- 
ja as well as all the other devotees 
present in the room unanimous- 
ly state that they understood Srila 
Prabhupada to be continuing the 
standard guru parampara system." 

CCD here claims that in the 
May 28, 1977 conversation Srila 
Prabhupada is speaking of his dis- 
ciples becoming successor diksa 
gurus. And his claimed evidence 
for why his explanation of the con- 
versation above is correct is that 
HH Tamala Krishna Goswami 
("TKG") and others involved in 
the conversation say so. So CCD 
has constructed a version of real- 
ity supposedly based on whatev- 
er TKG and others say it is. For the 
purposes of illustrating ISKCON's 
parallel world we do not need to 
even discuss whether what TKG 
and others claim is actually the 
truth. We only need to demons- 
trate that even this constructed 
version of reality does not match 
its own construction! 

The real Tamala 

Contrary to CCD's imagination, 
here isTKG's detailed explanation 
of his understanding of the May 
28th conversation: 

"What actually happened was 
that Prabhupada mentioned that 
he might be appointing some 
ritviks. so the GBC met for var- 
ious reasons and they went to 
Prabhupada - five or six of us. We 
asked him, "Srila Prabhupada, af- 
ter vour departure, if we accept 
disciples, whose disciples will 
they be. your disciples or mine? " 
Later on there was a piled-up list 
for people to get initiated, and 
it was jammed-up. I said, "Srila 
Prabhupada, you once mention- 
ed about ritviks . [...] So Prab- 
hupada said, "All right, I will ap- 
point so many.. "and he started 
to name them and he did name 


them. He made it very clear that 
they're his disciples. At that point 
it was very clear in mv mind that 
they were his disciples. [...] And 
that's all that it was, and it was 
never any more than that. If it 
had been more than that, you 
can bet vour bottom dollar that 
Prabhupada would have spoken 
for days and hours and weeks 
on end about how to set up this 
thing with the gurus, [...] Obvi- 
ously, Srila Prabhupada felt that 
of all the people, these people 
are particularly qualified. So it 
stands to reason that after Prab- 
hupada's departure, they would 
go on, if they so desired, to ini- 
tiate." 

(HH Tamala Krishna Goswami, 3/12/80, 
quoted in ISKCON Journal ( 1990), GBC Exec- 
utive Committee) 

The underlined parts, reprod- 
uced from a transcript published 
by the GBC Executive Committee, 
highlight the key chain of events 
in which TKG links the ritvik ap- 
pointment spoken about in the 
May 28th conversation as being an 
appointment which was only for 
initiating on Srila Prabhupada's be- 
half, with these appointees having 
no order from Srila Prabhupada to 
take on the status of gurus who 
would initiate their own disciples. 
Rather, if at all they were to be- 
come gurus, it would only be by 
virtue of their own desire to be- 
come gurus and due to being qual- 
ified for that position. Thus accord- 
ing to TKG, Srila Prabhupada using 
the terms "grand-disciple", "regular 
guru" and "disciple of my disciple" 
does not constitute any order for 
the ritviks to change their status to 
becoming diksa gurus. 

The real Satsvarupa 

We noted that in addition to 
TKG, CCD also invoked his faith in 
whatever is claimed by the "oth- 
er devotees" who were involv- 
ed in this conversation. The only 
other person who speaks to Srila 
Prabhupada in this conversation 


is Satsvarupa Das ("SD"). And his 
understanding also matches that 
of the"real"Tamala: 

"Prabhupada had picked out 
eleven devotees to initiate on 
his behalf when he was too ill to 
initiate. In 1978 in a GBC meet- 
ing, they decided that those 
people should become the first 
initiating gurus in ISKCON. So I 
became initiating guru and sud- 
denly had to accept disciples in 
big numbers" 

(Satsvarupa's "Vyasa-Puja" address, 3/1 2/201 1 ) 
SD here makes it clear that the 
ritviks turned into gurus, not be- 
cause of any "disciple of my disci- 
ple" order from Srila Prabhupada 
in the May 28th conversation, but 
only because the "GBC decided" 
this should be the case. 


We have previously pointed 
out how those who seek to defend 
the guru hoax have no option 
but to take shelter of the words 
"grand-disciple", "regular guru" and 
"disciple of my disciple" in the May 
28, 1977 conversation, as being 
evidence that Srila Prabhupada 
authorised guru successors. Oth- 
erwise, they are left with no or- 
der from Srila Prabhupada au- 
thorising his succession as ISK- 
CON's diksa guru. Yet, the 2 peo- 
ple whom we are told are the su- 
preme authorities for what this 
conversation must mean, them- 
selves accept that these words 
do not constitute any authority 
for the ritviks to have turned into 
diksa gurus. Thus, these guru hoax 
supporters have created a paral- 
lel world inhabited by their own 
false TKG and false SD. And they 
remain trapped in their own fan- 
tasy world because they refuse to 
step into the real world of docu- 
mented facts which BTP and the 
IRM are presenting.

Conclusion 
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ISKCON’s Parallel World 2: Chewing 


the Chewed 


I n the previous article we prese- 
nted an example of a parallel 
world which relied on construct- 
ing a false representation of what 
certain persons are supposed to 
have said. Below we present an 
example which relies on simply 
choosing to remain in ignorance 
of reality due to restricting one- 
self from accessing real world in- 
formation. 

Chewing the chewed 

If an argument has been rebut- 
ted, then representing it will yield 
no value, since it has already been 
defeated. Rather, to do so would 
be similar to the concept of chew- 
ing the chewed which characteris- 
es material life: 

" punah punas carvita-carva- 
nanam (SB 7.5.30). If one picks up a 
piece of sugarcane which has al- 
ready been chewed, he is a fool. 
We must know that the juice has 
already been taken out of that 
sugarcane. What will one get by 
chewing it?" 

( Teachings of Lord Kapila, Chapter 7, verse 1 2) 
However, if one lives in a par- 
allel world where information 
is severely restricted, then one 
can present false, already defeat- 
ed arguments, since in this par- 
allel world, this limited informa- 
tion will be the only reality. The 
excerpts from the internet news- 
letter of ISKCON guru hoaxer, GBC 
elected guru HG Sankarsana Das 
("SAD"), dated 6/2/2012, shown 
below in the shaded boxes, illus- 
trate such a world. 

Already defeated 

What is ritvik philosophy? Who prac- 
tices it? 

Your unworthy servant , 

Padma Charana Das 


(SAD): Answer: An Envious Denial 
of Disciplic Succession 


Ritvik philosophy is the incorrect 
idea that Srila Prabhupada want- 
ed the disciplic succession to end 


with him, that after him there 
would be no more initiating spir- 
itual masters. This is clearly not 
the case because Srila Prabhupada 
told us that after his departure the 
new devotees who join his move- 
ment' would become the disci- 
ples of his disciples. In this regard 
Srila Prabhupada stated in an ar- 
rival lecture in Los Angeles on 18 
May 1972: 

"So we have got this message 
from Krishna, from Caitanya Ma- 
haprabhu, from the six Goswa- 
mis, later on, Bhaktivinode Tha- 
kur, Bhaktisiddhanta Thakur. 
And we are trying our bit also 
to distribute this knowledge. 
Now, tenth, eleventh, twelfth. 
My Guru Maharaja is tenth from 
Caitanya Mahaprabhu, I am elev- 
enth, you are the twelfth. So dis- 
tribute this knowledge. People 
are suffering." 

SAD here presents a quote that 
BTP had already demonstrated 5 
years ago does not state what SAD 
claims: 

"Srila Prabhupada simply st- 
ates that since he is the elev- 
enth, and since he has disciples, 
they automatically become the 
12th generation coming from 
Caitanya Mahaprabhu. That Sri- 
la Prabhupada had disciples who 
have become the 12th genera- 
tion is not disputed by anyone. 
What is non-existent is the or- 
der from Srila Prabhupada ask- 
ing his disciples to initiate their 
own disciples, thus producing a 
13th generation." 

(BTP 1 5, "Phantom Orders part 2") 

Neither does Srila Prabhupada 
state that devotees will become 
the "disciples of his disciples" as 
SAD also falsely claims. But, the 
questioner will not know that the 
reality of SAD's claims were al- 
ready exposed many years ago be- 
cause he chooses to accept as his 
reality the parallel world he lives in 
with SAD, where SAD recycles ar- 
guments which in the real world 
have already been debunked. 


Contradictory reality 

SAD: Ritvik philosophy is being cu- 
rrently propounded by envious 
persons who do not want to ac- 
cept the leadership system set up 
by Srila Prabhupada for managing 
the Krishna consciousness move- 
ment. 

Continuing with his answer, 
SAD makes a statement which 
would reveal that he was com- 
pletely unqualified to act as the 
bona fide spiritual master he 
claims he is. But this would only be 
the case jf the questioner stepped 
outside his parallel world and ac- 
cessed the other statements SAD 
has made. For SAD also stated: 

"I have no doubt learned a 
lot about proper Vaisnava deal- 
ings through my association 
with him ( BTP Editor), and I feel 
that I can continue to grow as 
a Vaisnava through my asso- 
ciation with him. Even though 
he and I stand on two sides of 
an issue we stand united in our 
desire to serve and please Srila 
Prabhupada. This is why in spite 
of our differences I consider his 
association to be a great bless- 
ing. [...] Because he is chanting 
Hare Krishna I also accept that 
he is spiritual. He did correct 
me on a point of etiquette, and 
I accepted his correction. I still 
consider the association of any- 
one who is trying to serve Srila 
Prabhupada as a blessing even if 
I disagree with them. How many 
people on this planet are willing 
to dedicate their lives to Srila 
Prabhupada?" 

(SAD, 27/1/2004 & 1/2/2005) 

So according to SAD, " ritviks " 
are both envious, and also: spiritu- 
al; dedicating their lives to serving 
Srila Prabhupada; offering associa- 
tion which is a blessing; and help- 
ing us grow as Vaisnavas! SAD's 
1 80 degree flip-flop reveals him to 
be someone who has no idea what 
he is talking about. Either he is ly- 
ing now, or he was lying just a few 
years ago, and he cannot be trust-

ed to not lie again. Either way, he 
is certainly not a bona fide spirit- 
ual master consistently speaking 
the absolute truth. But none of this 
will come to light for his followers 
while they remain entrapped with- 
in their own parallel world, refus- 
ing to ever step out of it and come 
into the real world. 

Conclusion 

The mind-control cult which 
today's ISKCON is, uses various 
means such as warning against 
committing "Vaisnava aparadha" 
(spiritual offences) and the threat 
of excommunication, to ensure its 
members remain firmly entrapped 
in these false parallel worlds, 
which is the very definition of be- 
ing in maya or illusion: 

"We are entrapped by the fal- 
se reality, maya." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 16/11/1973) 

The irony is that ISKCON was 
set up specifically to expose and 
preach against such illusory worlds 
- not construct them! Vaisnavas are 
supposed to be above even brah- 
manas, which means they trans- 
cend all the modes of material na- 
ture, including the mode of good- 
ness. Yet, we have demonstrated 
that due to their intense attach- 
ment to remaining trapped in il- 
lusory parallel worlds, primarily 
to avoid surrendering to Srila Pra- 
bhupada, ISKCON members have 
not even removed themselves 
from the mode of ignorance. 
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The solution to all this ISKCON guru 
confusion is clearly explained in the 
book "The Final Order"

May 28th Conversation: Another Climbdown 


So the same short May 28th conversation has now magically been transformed into a brand new conversation whereby: 


W e detailed on page 1 4 how guru hoax supporters refuse to accept the reality regarding the contents of the May 28, 1 977 conversation even 
in the face of the very evidence they claim to accept. This is done out of desperation, because once a person accepts that the officiating 
acaryas/ritviks spoken of in the May 28th conversation are not being ordered to initiate their own disciples, then: 

1 . Not only does the basis for the beginning of The Great Guru Hoax, Part 1 - that the 1 1 ritviks were authorized to turn into diksa gurus - collapse; 

2. But more importantly, the 1 1 ritviks would have to remain as ritviks since now there is no order for them to terminate acting as ritviks on Srila 
Prabhupada's departure, which in turn, means that we have a permanent ritvik system of initiation for ISKCON. 

The 2 points above are collectively referenced in terms of "Modifications A and B" in The Final Order. In this connection, we detail yet another climb- 
down from one of ISKCON's leaders, in which he aligns his position closer to that of the IRM. In BTP 3, we highlighted the following fabrication claimed 
by guru hoaxer HH Hridayananda Das Goswami in his official biography: 

"A little before departing from this world on November of 1977, His Divine Grace Srila Prabhupada asked Srila Acharyadeva, as well as ten 
other prominent disciples, to accept the role of spiritual masters and initiate disciples to give continuity to the disciplic succession starting 
with the Supreme Lord, Krishna ." 

(From the biography on the official website of Hridayananda das Goswami, http://www.gopala.com/hdg/, archived April 2, 2004) 

The above fiction was based on assuming that the May 28th conversation states that the 1 1 appointed officiating acaryas/ritviks were empowered 
to initiate their own disciples via the words ’/'grand-disciple/disciple of my disciple/regular guru". In an astonishing reversal, the same biography (now 
moved to a different website address http://www.acharyadeva.com/about/acharyadeva.html) has now been changed so that it is made clear that in- 
stead of Srila Prabhupada selecting 1 1 disciples to be diksa gurus, as claimed above, Srila Prabhupada only selected 1 1 ritviks: 


"Shortly before leaving this world in November of 1 977, Srila Prabhupada asked Acharyadeva and ten other prominent disciples, to initiate 
on his behalf." 

This is a 180-degree shift in position. They have changed from stating that Srila Prabhupada asked 1 1 persons to be diksa gurus to now stating that 
he asked them to act as ritviks and initiate on his behalf. Indeed, the biography now claims that the May 28th conversation does not refer to these 1 1 
ritviks at all - never mind speaking of them initiating their own disciples! Instead, it is claimed that the May 28th conversation merely refers in general 
to everyone eventually becoming a diksa guru: 

"Srila Prabhupada made many statements that confirm his explicit, consistent view that his disciples and subsequent followers would even- 
tually initiate their own disciples into the disciplic succession, including a conversation with members of the GBC in May 1 977" 


But even the new version is simply another fiction, because there is no mention in the May 28th conversation of every disciple and subsequent follow- 
er eventually becoming a diksa guru either. Rather, the May 28th conversation speaks only of officiating acaryas/ritviks being appointed to conduct in- 
itiations for "particularly" after Srila Prabhupada's departure, with the authorisation to become diksa gurus being conditional on Srila Prabhupada giv- 
ing an order for them {"When I order you become guru he becomes regular guru") - an order which was never given. 

This massive climbdown further confirms that there is no basis for guru hoax supporters continuing to assert that Srila Prabhupada 
authorised 1 1 ritviks to turn into diksa gurus on his departure via the words " grand-disciple/disciple of my disciple/regular guru". 
For the original guru hoaxers themselves have abandoned this belief. In this issue alone we present 3 of the original 1 1 ritviks - 
Tamala Krishna Goswami, Satsvarupa Das and Hridayananda Das Goswami - stating this abandonment even whilst acting in their 
capacity as GBC-authorised gurus.
